( N Satarday the 8th iaftant, Major Roberts 
left the following note for Sir John Mac- 
pherfon, at the Royal Hotel : 

*¢ Major Roberts did himfelf the honour to wait 
on Sir John Macpherfon, withing to communicate 
a circumftance of bufinefs to him. If Sir John 
will be fo obliging as to intimate at what time he 
may be fpoken to, Major Roberts will call upon 
him. A fervant fhall attcnd for an aofwer this even- 
ing.” 

Orie John wrote a card in anfwer, informing the 
Major, that he would fee him the next morning at 
breakfaft at nine o’clock. 

On the gth, about the hour appointed, Major 
Roberts waited on Sir John Macpherfon, aod de- 
livered to him a letter from Major Browne in thefe 
words : 

Sir, Harley-fireet, Sept. 8. 1787. 

*¢ The publication made by your authority in the 
Calcutta Gazette of May 12. 1785, being calcula- 
ted to convey an imputation of the molt criminal 
kind on my charaéter, I maft, in jultice to my own 
honour, fo undefervedly injured, infift on receiving 
an apology, as public as the injury. 

«+ The gentleman who delivers this is my friend, 
and will explain my fentiments at large.

The following is a copy of the publication in the 
Bengal Gazette alluded to in Major Browne’s let- 
ter, which, though not delivered by him to Sir 
John, till after the due! was over, is inferted in this 
place for the fake of connection :

"Third, That the States of Holland difband all 
the new military corps which they have raifed ; and 
that the former officers be re-eftablifhed in their 
refpective commands. 

Fourth, That without delay they fupplicate the 
Princefs of Orange to return to the Hague, and 
thatthey nominate her Serene Highnefs only medi- 
atrix with regard to the reforms neceflary in confe- 
quence of the above infult. ithe 5 i 

We alfo learn, that upon the fignification of thefe 
‘demands, M. Thulemeyer, the Praffian Miniter, 
intended on the fame Sunday night to quit the 
Hague, and proceed from thertce, firlt to Nimeguen, 
and then to Berlin. We are further affured, that 
ali this originated with the Duke of Brunfwick, in 
concert with the Stadtholderian Court :. the Duke 
of Brunfwick, we underftand, received a carte 
blanche from his Pruffian Majetty. 

In confequence of the above declaration, which 
was delivered to the Grand Penfignary, all the col- 
leges of that province immediately affembled and 
difparched ftate meffengers to the abfent members, 
requiring their fpeedy attendance in the Sovereign 
Affembly. q 

The critical moment is at length arrived, for the 
States of Holland maft now convince the world

And the conjectures in. favour of ,peace 
are farther ftrengthened by the choice of the man 
who is appointed M. Verac’s fucceffor. © This is 
no other than the celebrated M. St Prieft, who 
fome years ago was the French Minifter at Conitan- 


man, who made the laft peace betteep the Ruflians 
and the Turks. 

A gentleman juft returned from a tour through 
the greateft part of France declares, that the people 
of that country are generally againit the Commercial 
Treaty ;. and when he was at Rouen a thip arrived 
at that port, on board of which were feveral crates 
of Englith earthenware, which were no fooner land- 
ed than the populace feized them, broke the con 
tents in pieces, and threw them into the fea. 

By the Joft advices from Holland, hoftilities on 
both fides have ceafed, and both parties feem much 
more difpofed to treaty than to blows. In propor- 
tion as the French have loft their influence, the pa- 
triotic party have loft their zeal; fo that the con- 
vention which is about to take place comes well- 
timed, and is likely to reftore harmony amongit the 
provinces.

MONT-BLANCE. 
rne ronlowing Icteer Fr Masf ‘de Cao Mirren ebe 
celebrated Mercorologilt, cannot but be acceptable 
to our readers in general, and mult be highly gra- 
tifying to thofe of a philofophical elafs. 
Genava, Aug. 19. 1787. 
YOU are no doubt acquainted, that in the month 
of Auguft. 1786. M. Paccard, Door of Phyfic, 
with James Bakmat for his guide, attained the very 
{ummit of Moat-Blanc, which had hitherto been 
deemed innaceeflible.. I was informed of it on the 
next day, and immediately prepared to follow their 
footfteps. But the quantity of rain and fnow that 
fell obliged me to defilt for that feafoa. I commif- 
fioned Jaques Balmar to vifit the mountain in the 
beginning of Jaft June, and ro give me the ecarliett 
intelligence when the {now was fufficiently fubfided 
to renew my attempt. In the mean time [ went to 
Provence to make fome experiments on the fea coalt, 
for the purpofe.of comparing them with thofe which 
I propofzd to make on Mount-Blanc. 

Jacques Balmat, made two unfuccefsful efforts in 
the month of June, but he wrote me word that he 
did not doubt but thar an afcent would be practicable 
in the beginning of July. I immediately fet out for 
Chamouni, which is at the foot of the mountain, 
and on my way thither I met the intrepid Balmat, 
_who was coming to Geneva to give me an account 
of his having reached the top of the mountain on 
the 5th of July, with two more guides, Jean-Mi- 
chael Cackat, and Alexis Tonrnier. It rained 
when I arrived at Chamouni, and the bad weather 
continued for almoft four weeks. But I determined 
to wait to the end of the feafon, rather than mifs 
the favourable moment. ‘T'hat moment at length 
arrived, and I began my ex>edition on the firft of 
Augauft, accompanied by one domeftic, and eighteen 
guides, who. carried. my philofophical inftruments, 
and all the apparatus fot whith I had oceafion. My 
eldeft fon was particularly defirous of going with 
me, but I was fearful that he was neither fufficiently 
robuft, nor accuftomed to undertakings of this kind. 
Te remained therefore at the Priory, and made ve- 
ry exact obfervations, correfpondent to thofe which 
I made on the mountain. 

Though it is fcarce two leagues and a quarter in 
a ftraight line from the Priory of Chamouni to the 
top of Mount Blane, it kas never been accomplished 
in fefs than eighteen hours, on account of the bad 
roads, the windings, and near one thoufand nine 
hundred and twenty fathoms of afcent. 

That I might be perfectly at liberty to pafs the 
nights on what part of the mountain I pleafed, I 
carried a tent with me, and flept under it the firlt 
nigh on that eminence which is firft met with-on its 
fide, and which is feven hundred and feventy-nine 
fathoms above the Priory ; this part of the journey 
is exempt from danger, and may be ealily effected 
in five or fix hours.

pentine direction to a valey filled with fnow, which 
extends from north to fouth, to the foot of the high. 
eft fummit.’ The fhow is fepavated at 
diftances by vaft and grand chafms. Tht exag 
nefs of thefe feparations demonftrate that the 
fnow is difpofed in horizontal layers, and that each 
layer correfponds to a year. Whatever nay be the 
breadth of thefe chafms, it is impoflible in ap ¢ 
them to difcover thefr depth. y 

My guides were defirous of paffing the night nex 
one of thofe rocks which we met on the route, by, 


three hours to get to that place where the chain of 
rocks begin, though it is very little more thang 


After reaching thefe rocks, you mount in a fer, | 





as the loftieft of them is 6 or 7000 fathoms below 
the extreme fummit of the mountain, .I was anxiog | 
to afcend higher. ‘To effect this, it was neceffary 
to encamp in the middle of the fnow, and I founq 
it very difficult to perfuade my companions to iteh 
their tent in this fituation. They imagined that a 
infupportable cold prevailed in thofe {nows dur 
the night, and were ferioufly afraid of perithing. [ 
at length told them, that for my own part, I wag 
determined to go with thofe among them on whom 
I could depend, that we would dig very deep intg 
the fnow, and cover the excavation with the cloth 
of the tent ; that we fhould thut ourfelves up tope. 
ther, and by this means fhould not fuffer in the leaf 
from the cold, however rigorous:it might be. 'Thig 
arrangement encouraged them, and we proceeded oq 
our journey. 

At four in the afternoon, we attained the fecond 





of thofe three large plains of fhow which we had wo 
pafs. Here we encamped at 1455 fathomr above 
the Priory, and 1995 above the level of the fea, 
which is go fathoms higher than the Péak of Tene. 
riffe. We did not proceed to the Jaft plains on. ac. 
count of the day being fo far'advanced, that it would 
have been dangerous to have expofed ourfelyes to 
thofe amazing maffes of fhow which are frequently 
precipitating. Not but that the firft plain, which 
we had already paffed, is alfo liable to the fame dan- 
gers. We had feentwo breaches of this kind, 
which had been made fince the la(t expedition of 
Balmat, the wreck of which covered the whole yale 
ley in its utmoft extent. 

My guides applied themfelves in hollowing out 
the place where we had determined to pafs the night, 
but very foon felt the effet of the varity of the air,

thing, had fearcely raifed fix fhovels full of fhow be 
fore they found it impoflible to continue their work, 
They were obliged to relieve each other almoft ine 
ceffantly. One of them who had returned back a 
{inall diftance to fill a cafe with: fome water which 
he had {een in one of the chafms, found himfelf fo 
much indifpofed in his way, that he retarned with- 
out the water, and pafled the night in excruciating 
pains. Myfelf, who am fo much accuftomed to the 
air of mountains, that I in general feel my felf et 
ter in that air than on the plains, was exhanlted 
with fatigue in making obfervations with my.meteo- 
rological inftruments, This indifpoficion produced 
in us a molt parching thirft,, and we. had no meaos 
of procuring water but by melting the {nowy for the 
water which we had feen on our. afcege was found 
congealed when we returned for it, and the lite 
ftove we had brought with us afforded a very feeble 
{upply for twenty thirlty people. Hardly any thing 
but {now is to be feen in this région of the moumain 
and that is fo pure, and of fuch a dazzling white, 
as to form a moft fingular contraft with the thy, 
which at this height has a very black appearance. 
No living being is to be feen here, nor any trace of 
vegetation. It is the abode of cold and filence. 
When I reflected that Dr Paccard and Jacques Bal- 
mat had been the firlt to arrive in thefe defarts, a 
the decline of the day, without fhelter, without af 
fiftance, and wholly ignorant where they fhould paft 
the night, without even the aflurance that it was 
poffible to exift in the places they had undertaken t0 
vilit, and yet purfuing their route with unabated 10° 
trepidity, I could not but admire their ftrength and 
courage. , 
My guides were. fo conftantly prepoffeffed with 
the fear of cold, as to fhut up every aperture 0 the 
teat with the preateft exadtnefs, and I faffered very 
confiderably from the heat, and the vitiated alr 
which had been rendered noxious by our refpiratios 
It obliged me to go our in the night, that I might 
breathe more freely. The moon fhone with the 
greateft {plendor in a iky as black as ebony. Jup'- 
ter was obfervable to the eaftward of the movatal 
beaming with brightnefs. The light, which was te 
verberated from the valt tra@ of fnow, was [0 very 
glaring, that it was impoffible to diltinguifh any ftars 
but thofe of the firft and fecond magoitude. 
at length, compofed ourfelves for fleep, till we we 
fuddenly waksi by the noife of a large mafs of {now 
which had fallen down, and covered a part of the

We began our afcent to the third and Talt plain, 
and then curned to the left in our wayto the higheit 
gock on the eaftward of the fummit. ‘The declivity 
js extremely fudden, being in many parts ov an in- 
clination of 39 degrees, and bounded on all fides by 
precipices ; the furface of the {now is fo hard, that 
tiofe who walked foremoft were obliged to break 
inta it With a hatchet to fecure their foorteps. Two 
hours were {pent in going up this declivity, which is 
about 250 fathoms high (1625 feet ) When we 
had reached the rock, we took a weftern direction, 
that we might climb up the lait peak, which is 150 
fathoms (975 feet) in perpendicular height, This 
peak is not inclined from more than 28 to 29 de- 
grees, and does not prefent any danger, but the air 
is fo very rare, that the ftrength is diminithed with 
the greateft rapidity. When we approached the 
top, I could’ not go above 15 or 16 paces, without 
ftopping to take breath, and I every now and then 
found a fainting coming on, which obliged me to fit 
down; but, in proportion as 1] recovered my brea- 
thing, I found my ftrength renewed, and 1 imagi- 
ned, wheo 1 began to walk again, that I could go 
on to the top of the mountain without ftopping. All 
my guides, in proportion to their ftrength, experi- 
enced the fame fenfations. We employed two houts 
from our departure from the la(t rock, and it was e- 
Jeven in the forenoon when we reached the fummit 
ef the mountain. | 

My eyes were firft direted towards Chantouni, 
where I knew my wife and her two fifters were ob- 
ferving me with a telefcope, and tracing my progrefs 
with the greateft anxiety, and I felt the moft plea 
fing confolation when I difcovered a flag which they 
had agreed to hoift, as foon as they thould perceive 
me at the top of the mountain. It convinced me, 
ahat their appreheofions for my fafety were removed. 

I did not regret the profpeét’which was prefented 
to me on all fides, notwith{tanding the vapours 
which were.fufpended in the inferior regions of air 
deprived me of the loweft and moft remote objects, 
as the plains of France and Lombardy. What I 
came to fee, and which I faw with the utmoft di- 
ftincaefs, was the affemblage of all thofe high rid- 
ges, whofe organization I had fo long wifhed to un- 
derftand. I could not believe my eyes. I feemed 
to dream, when I beheld beneath my feet thofe ma- 
jeftic fummits, thofe formidable peaks, Le Chidi, 
'L’ Argentiere, Le Geant, the bafis of which had 
proved fo difficult and dangerous of accefs. I ob 
ferved their relation to each other, their conneétion, 
their ftruéture, and one fingle view removed all 
thofe doubts which years of {tudy could never have 
elucidatetl. 

While I was thus engaged, my guides were 
pitching my tent, and putting a little table in order, 
on which I intended to make an experiment on the 
boiling water. But when I came to difpofe my in- 
ftruments for the purpole, L was obliged at every in- 


ftant to defilt from proceeding, and to turn my ate | 


tention to the means of refpiring, which was confi- 
derably interrupted. When it is confidered, that 
the barometer was as low as 16 inches and one line, 
and that the air therefore had not much more than 
half its ordinary denfity, it will be readily imagined, 
that this denfity matt be fupplied by the frequency 


of infpiration. ‘This frequency accelerated the mo

afteriés were not counteracted on the oatfide, by 
that degreo of preflure which they generally futtain ; 
we were therefore all in a febrile f{tate, as will be 
perceived in the fequel of thefe obfervations. 

While [remained fill, I fuffered no uneafinefs, 
or at leafl the inconvenience was, very trifling, no- 
thing more than a flight oppreffion about my heart. 
Bat as foon as I {tirred about, or fixed my attention 
for fome moments together, and particularly when 
my chelt was comprefled in the a@ of ftooping, I 
‘was obliged to reft myfelf, and pant for three or four 
minutes. My companions were fubjeMed to fimilar 
fenfations. ‘They had no inclination to eat; and 
indeed our food being all frozen, was not very de 
firable ; they were quite indifferent as to wine and 
brandy, which only augmented our indifpofition, no 
doubt by accelerating {till more the velocity of the 
circulation, Two of them were not able to fupport 
their fituation; and were obliged to re-defcend 
Nothing but freth water relieved us, or was at all 
ae and fome time and trouble were taken to 
ight the fire, without which we could not procure 
this refrefhment. 

T remained, however, onthe fummit till half af- 


“ terthree, and though I did nor lofe a fingle mo- 


ment, I was not able in four hours and a half to 
make all thofe experiments, which I had frequently 
effeted, in lefs than three hours, on the fea coait. 
But I made with exactnefs thofe which were moft 
effential. 

We defcended with much greater eafe than I ex- 
pected. As the motion in defcending does not 
comprefs the diaphragm at all, the refpiration is ‘not 
impeded on that account, and ong is not obliged to 
ftop to fetch breath. But the defcent from the rock 
to the firlt plain is fo troublefome from its fudden 
declivity, and the fun fhone fo {trong on the preci- 
pices below us, that it required a great cleal of ftea- 
dinefs not to be alarmed at it. We took up our 
night’s reft on the fnow 200 fathoms (1300 feet) 
Jower than on the preceding night, and [ was now 
fully convinced, that it was the rarity of the air on 
the fummit that difordered us 3 for had it been fa- 
tigue alone, we should have been much more indif- 
pofed after this long and laborious defeent ; buty on 
the contrary, we fupped heartily, and I was able to 
condus my obfervations without any inconvenience. 

am of opinion, that the height at which this indif- 
pofition commences is different in different indivi- 
daals. I find myfelf very well at 1900 fathoms 
{near two miles and a quarter Englith) above the 
level of the fea, but I begin to feel uneafy as foon as 
T rife higher.

‘The blick crapes 
with which we had provided ourfelves had perfedly 
preferved us from that injury which our predecéffurs 
had experienced, who returned almoft blind, and 
with their faces burnt and chapped by the reverbe- 
ration from the fnow.
